Sedalians React Strongly to Tree Cutting Operations Along Broadway

The 
tree 
cutting 
operations 
along 
Broadway by Missouri Public Serv ice C6 
hav e resulted in strong reactions by a 
number of Sedalians as well as the earlier 
protest 
from a group of State Fair 
Community College students. 
MPSC has said that the radical trjmming 
operation was necessary to clear limbs 
away from a main line and for the safety of 
children who might climb the trees. 
Sev eral Sedalians, howev er, contacted by 
The 
Democrat-Capital, 
said 
that 
the 
trimming was too drastic, that the crews 
cut limbs too close to the trunk and 
destroy ed the beauty of many trees. 


Mrs. 
Robert 
J ohnson, 
7 20 
West 
Broadway , said the trimmers “ go too far 
with it.” A resident of Broadway for more 
than 22 y ears, Mrs. J ohnson recalled when 
the trees along Broadway “ used to meet 
like a canopy and people from out of town, 
especially 
during 
Fair 
Week, 
looked 
forward to driv ing through Sedalia .’’ 
Other 
residents 
along 
Broadway 
ex pressed similar feelings “ They trimmed 
too much and ruined their looks," said one 
Sedaliam 
“ 1 thought what I saw was pretty 
drastic," said another. “ Stubby trees are 
not v ery attractiv e. I can agree with some 
trimming, but 1 think they ought to 
maintain the beauty of the trees." 


“ I wouldn’t say they ’re trimming," said 
Mrs George Kmo, 604 West Broadway , 
“ it’s biting them off til’ they don't amount 
to any thing. Broadway was a beautiful 
street at one time 
almost an archway 
going down. They were just beautiful." 
Some residents, howev er, feel that the 
trimming is good. 
“ I’m glad they ’re trimmed because of so 
many children walking along here," said 
one Broadway resident. “ Most of the trees 
are getting pretty old and it would be easy 
for a child to get hurt by a falling limb." 
“ Whatev er they do is all right with me," 
said another. “ They ought to know what 
they ’re doing ." 
Bill Hiatt, district engineer with the 


Missouri Public Serv ice Co., told The 
Democrat-Capital, "Our policy prev iously 
has been that we talk with the customer 
Inv olv ed and they hav e the preference as to 
how they want their trees cut and we try to 
comply with their wishes " Hiatt said the 
trees that were trimmed so sev erely were 
dcrne so at the request of the customer. 
Mrs. Dav id Gunn, 1420 Fast Broadway , 
who had her trees trimmed, said the 
workers came to the door and asked her 
permission to trim her trees but did not 
indicate how sev erely they would trim, 
although she had some kind of idea 
because of the trees that she had seen 
trimmed up the street. Mrs. Gunn said that 
she “ didn’t really like the trees trimmed 


that way , but 1 knew that they had to be 
trimmed." 
Dr. Ruth Glazebrook, 2005 West 11th, a 
member of the Env ironmental Quality 
Commission in Sedalia, told The Democrat- 
Capital that the Commission has not taken 
a stand on the issue but that “ certain 
questions regarding the trimming will be 
brought outsat the nex t meeting." Dr. 
Glazebrook said she feels that “ it was a 
rather drastic thing to d o . .. it looks like 
they were cut too far back to allow them to 
grow out beautiful again." 
Last Friday about 30 students from State 
Fair Community College protested the tree 
trimming with the Missouri Public Serv ice 
Co. 


Alternativ es mentioned to trimming the 
trees are a heav ier-duty cable that would 
be less susceptible to tree limb damage or 
putting the cables underground, as they are 
in downtown Sedalia 
When asked about the possibility of using 
a heav ier line, Hiatt called it “ entirely 
unfeasible"

limbs 
and 
wires 
would 
know 
that 
regardless of how thick the wire is or how 
much insulation the wire has, it would be 
rubbed off by the tree limbs ov er a period 
of time. The wind blows the limbs and they

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Wholesale Prices Soar 
For Second Straight Month 


West Broadway v iew.. 
. . . tree ’trimming’ ex ample 
Supermarket Chain 
Slashes Meat Prices

A major supermarket chain, feeling the 
pressure 
of 
a 
fiv e-day -old 
boy cott, 
announced today it would reduce prices on 
beef, pork, lamb and v eal in an effort to 
lure consumers back to the meat counter. 
Charles G. Rodmon, president of the 
Grand Union chain, said in New York that 
the prices would be cut at least 10 cents a 
pound below the federal ceiling set last 
week by President Nix on. 
A trade publication. Supermarketing 
magazine, said Grand Union was the first 
big chain to slash prices. The chain, ranked 
10th in the nation, had $1.38 billion in sales 
in the y ear ending March 3. 
Rodmon said the mov e had been under 
consideration for some time but added the 
boy cott “ triggered the decision to take this 
action." He said the cuts are to begin 
Friday . 
He added, howev er, that he felt a lengthy 
boy cott or a gov ernment-imposed rollback 
of meat prices would be self-defeating 
because it would discourage production 
and ev entually lead to ev en higher meat 
bills. 
There was no immediate comment from 


other major chains on whether they in­ 
tended to follow suit. So far, retail prices 
hav e been generally unaffected by the 
boy cott. 
Meat 
sales, 
howev er, 
continued to 
reflect a sev ere cut, ranging from a 40 per 
cent drop for some grocers to 7 0 per cent at 
the packing house. 
“ We butchers are keeping each other 
company out here," said J . Luther Hinds, 
owner of Hinds Meats in Los Angeles. 
“ Ov er the counter business is down 30 or 40 
per cent." 


Cross-town colleague Les Whisenhut 
agreed with Hinds, say ing “ Our market is 
like a ghost town." 
Frank Register, the ex ecutiv e director of 
the 
National 
Association 
of 
Retail 
Grocers, said his organization has been 
making spot checks since the boy cott began 
and meat sales nationwide are down 40 per 
cent. 
He said, howev er, “ At this time, the 
retail grocer has no cause for alarm 
because the same amount of money is 
being spent." He said total sales are about 
the same, but meat spending has shifted to 
poultry and fish. 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
- Wholesale 
prices soared 2.2 per cent in March, posting 
for the second month in a row the sharpest 
climb in 22 y ears, the gov ernment reported 
today . 
The surge in prices, led by a 4.6 per cent 
jump in the wholesale costs of farm 
products and processed foods, offered no­ 
letup in consumer prices at the retail lev el 
for at least the nex t sev eral months. It also 
forecast further troubles for President 
Nix on’s efforts to curb inflation. 
Industrial commodities shot up 1.2 per 
cent last month, the steepest rate since 
J anuary 195 1. Wholesale prices of finished 
manufactured goods jumped 2.1 per cent, a 
rate unmatched since August 195 1, the 
Labor Department's Bureau of Labor 
statistics said. 
Nearly ev ery thing in the gov ernment’s 
wholesale prices index was up, with 
processed foods rising 4.6 per cent on a 
seasonally adjusted basis, the highest rate' 
on record. 
Big increases were posted for liv estock, 
poultry , eggs, petroleum products, lumber 
and v arious tex tile products. 


The continued rise in prices seems 
v irtually certain to bring further pressure 
on the administration to clamp tighter con­ 
trols on the economy . Nix on last week put 
a ceiling on meat prices but organized labor 
and congressional Democrats are pressing 
for ev en further controls. 


The House Banking Committee has 
approv ed a bill to roll hack prices, interest 
rates and rents to the lev els of J an. 10. 


Herbert 
Stein, 
chairman 
of 
the 
President’s Council of Economic Adv isers, 
indicated that additional controls may be 
necessary to hold down price increases. 
“ The control sy stem will be adopted as 


necessary to play its most useful role in 
restraining inflation," Stein said in a 
statement. 
George Meany , president of the AFL- 
CIO, said the latest figures “ are proof 
positiv e that all food prices must be con­ 
trolled stringently and at once." 
“ America’s housewiv es, consumers and 
workers can’t take any more," Meany said 
in a statement. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics’ gloomy 
report came on the fifth day of a 


nationwide 
consumer 
boy cott 
against 
meat but the figures did not reflect the 
effects of the driv e. 
The 2.2 per cent jump in the wholesale 
price index for March works out to an 
annual rate of 26 .4 per cent. 
The index 
for farm products and 
processed foods mov ed up at an annual 
rate of 5 3.1 per cent from December 197 2 
to March, after rising at a rate of 30.1 per 
cent in the prev ious three months and at 
rates of 17 .4 and 4.8 per cent in the quarters 


that ended 
in September and J une 
respectiv ely , the gov ernment said. 


For consumer finished goods, the annual 
rate of increase in the December-to-March 
period was 21.7 per cent compared with a 
5 .9 per cent for the prev ious three months.

Oppose Move to Bar 
North Vietnam Aid

today opposed a mov e to bar any aid to 
North Vietnam without specific approv al 
of Congress. 
Sen. J ohn Tower, R-Tex as, chairman of 
the Republican Policy Committee in the 
Senate, argued that the proposal of Sen. 
Harry F. By rd J r., Ind-Va., is premature 
since no aid plan has y et been presented by 
the administration. 
By rd modified his amendment to a 
pending dollar dev aluation bill to make it 
clear that the spending ban would apply 
only to funds heretofore appropriated by 
the Congress to the Defense Department 
and other agencies for other purposes. 
It would not stop President Nix on from 
submitting a North Vietnam aid plan later 
nor its consideration by the Congress, By rd 
emphasized. 
Supporting 
By rd, 
Sen. 
William 
Prox mire, D-Wis., said that administration 
spokesman hav e said “ they 're going to pro­ 
v ide this aid regardless of what Congress 
does." 
In two lopsided v otes Wednesday , the 
Senate attached to the same bill prov isions 
aimed at curbing presidential impound­ 
ment 
of 
money and holding federal 
spending to $268 billion in the fiscal y ear 
starting J uly 1. 
“ This prov ides that Congress will retain 
the power of the purse," Sen. Sam J . Erv in 
J r. said in defending the Democratic 
package that was rushed to the floor at the 
urging of Majority Leader Mike Mansfield. 
President Nix on has asked a budget 
ceiling of $268 .7 billion but he opposes 
restrictions on impoundment. That is the 
practice of presidential refusal to spend 
money appropriated by Corigress. This 
y ear, Nix on is refusing to spend $12 billion 
earmarked for such domestic programs as 


highway s, 
health 
care 
and 
hospital 
construction. 
Senate 
Republicans 
argued 
Erv in’s 
amendments 
would

president's chief inflation-fighting tools 
without offering any thing to replace them. 
The effect, said Sen. J ohn Tower, R-

ex ecutiv e the chief clerk.... It’s a mandate 
to spend, without regard to efficiency , 
common sense or economy ." 


J EFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) — 
The Missouri Senate ov errode Gov . 
Christopher & Bond's v eto of the zero 
base budgeting bill today . 
In a v ote of 25 -7 , the Senate stepped 
ov er Bond’s decision to v eto the first 
bill sent to him by the legislature. 
All sev en no v otes were cast by 
Republicans 
and 
six Republicans 
v oted with the Democrats to ov erride 
the v eto. 
The hill would # require all state 
agencies to justify 'their ex penditures 
from a zero dollar base.

spokesman for Gov . Christopher S. Bond 
said today the nomination of Edward E. 
Hay nes as head of the state Merit Sy stem 
came after the chairman of the Personnel 
Adv isory Board suggested the use of the 
waiv er sy stem. 
Robert L. J ames, special assistant to the 
gov ernor in the Office of Administration, 
said Bond was considering one of the top 
three 
men 
who 
had 
qualified 
by 
ex amination for the position. 
J ames 
said 
when 
the 
Personnel 
Adv isory Board was adv ised of Bond’s 
probable choice, Chairman Harold E. 
Cox of Columbia ex pressed 'concern and 
suggested the use of the waiv er sy stem. 
By law the gov ernor must select one of 
the top three men who qualify to head the 
merit sy stem. Bond asked two of the top 
three men who qualified to head the merit 
sy stem and waiv e their position on the 
eligibility list so he could name Hay nes. 
Hay nes placed fifth on the eligibility list. 
Sen. 
William J . 
Cason, 
D-Clinton, 
president pro tern of the Senate, charged 
Wednesday Bond' had “ manipulated the 
list" for political reasons and said he would 
hold a hearing to inv estigate the matter. 
Following 
Cason’s 
charges, 
Dav id 
Donnelly , state Democratic chairman, said 
today Bond should withdraw his nom­ 
ination of Hay nes. 
“ From recent disclosures in the press it 
is obv ious Gov . Bond would rather appoint 
a man personally and politically loy al to 
him rather than one who is best qualified 
to serv e the people," Donnelly said. 
“ The 
gov ernor’s 
high-pressure 


manipulations of the Office of Personnel 
draws the merit sy stem into partisan poli­ 
tics," Donnelly said.

Bond 
is 
determined to appoint his man regardless 
of how poorly he did on the ex am, dis­

Donnelly said. 
J ames said there was no manipulation 
and no pressure put on Edward A. Godar 
or Mike M. Brettschneider to waiv e their 
eligibility .

by letter to waiv e because he told J ames 
earlier he would not. 
J ames said Bond wrote letters to Godar,

Brettschneider, a personnel technician, 
only after J ames had discussed the matter 
with both men. 
“ We definitely proceeded with the 
board’s counsel on the waiv er route," 
J ames said. 
He said Bond receiv ed the eligibility list

require his administration to spend an 
estimated $120 million for rural water 
grants he ordered cut off last J an. 10. 
In a v eto message to Congress, Nix on 
said the grant program would cause a 
"dangerous crack" in the fiscal dam his 
administration is constructing to hold back 
“ a further flood of inflation or higher 
tax es." 
The v eto was Nix on’s second of what he 
calls 
“ inflationary , 
budget-breaking 
legislation" that Congress has sent him, 
His 
first 
v eto, 
which 
the 
Senate 
sustained, inv olv ed authorization of funds 
for v ocational rehabilitation of the handi­ 
capped. 


Speaker Carl Albert said the House will 
v ote nex t Tuesday on ov erriding the 
President’s v eto and said “ I think there is a 
chance that it will." 


Nix on, in today ’s message, said the 
m e as u r e 
w as 
‘ ‘ p r o b ab l y 
unconstitutional” 
and 
raised 
the 
question of whether the Congress can 
mandate that the president spend the full 
amount it appropriated. 


The grants would be for water and waste

Floodwaters Stable; 
Situation Still Critical 
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ST. LOUIS, Mo. (AP) — Floodwaters of 
the Mississippi and Missouri riv ers hav e 
stabilized, giv ing a respite to thousands of 
v olunteers who hav e waged holding battles 
against the swollen streams. 
But 
a 
Corps 
of 
Army 
Engineers 
spokesman at Winfield, Mo., said the 
situation was still critical, with lev ees 
which hav e held back surging riv er cur­ 
rents soaked and weak from day s of 
pounding by heav y rain and floodwaters. 
“ So far we re holding," said one Civ il 
Defense official at St. Charles. Mo., where 
the Missouri pushed 9 .7 feet abov e flood 
lev el at 34.7 feet on Wednesday . 
The known death toll stands at fiv e. An 
estimated 4,000 persons hav e been driv en 
from their homes in Missouri and Illinois 
alone. 
The Army Engineers estimate more 
than sev en million acres of land hav e been 
inundated by the Mississippi and Missouri 
and their tributaries in sev en states from 
Illinois to Louisiana. State and federal of­ 
ficials say the damage already has reached 
some $25 million. 
The Mississippi crested at 34.5 feet at 
Winfield on Wednesday , 8 .5 feet abov e 
flood stage. The riv er is ex pected to crest at 
St. Louis on Friday at 40.5 feet, the highest 


water at St. Louis in 129 y ears and 10.5 feet 
aUbv e flood stage. 
The Mississippi crested at Hannibal and 
Louisiana, 
Mo., 
north 
of St. 
Louis, 
Wednesday and began slowly receding. 
"Boy , that Mississippi looks like an 
ocean!" commented Herbert Bittick, a 
geologist for the Corps of Army Engineers. 
The flood situation had its start in early 
March 
when 
unusually 
warm 
temperatures and heav y rains caused the 
Mississippi and the Missouri to ov erflow. 
The usual spring thaw in the north brought 
in more water before the riv ers could 
recede to their normal lev els. 
The immediate future appears brighter. 
The Weather Bureau said no further rain is 
ex pected for at least a day . 
Gov . Christopher S. Bond of Missouri, 
who toured flooded areas in St. Louis and 
Cape Girardeau Wednesday , authorized 
shipment of 40,000 pounds of emergency 
federal food stocks to stricken areas. 
The riv ers’ stabilization will not come 
soon 
enough 
for 
the 
4,000 
persons 
estimated by the Coast Guard to be 
affected by the flooding in Missouri and Il­ 
linois. Sev eral hundred, including nearly 
all the community of West Alton, Mo., left 
their hornet.

Mrs. Ro salie Whiting and 
Mrs. Marily n Beddo , bo th o f 
Salt Lake City , were Inv ited by 
cattlenfcn and the Do dge City 
Chamber o f Co mnnerce to v isit 
this area o n an ex pense-paid 
trip. They arriv ed Wednesday 
and were scheduled to fly ho me 
late Thursday , after v isiting 
feed lo ts In the Do dge City and 
Garden City areas. 
The wo men gained attentio n 
as prime mo v ers In thb week’s 
natio nal meat b<wco tt, and 
Gary Cain, Do dge City feedlo t 
o perato r came up with the Idea 
o f Inv iting them to see the cat­ 
tlemen’s side o f the picture. 
Mrs. Whiting heads HELP 
(Ho usewiv es 
Ex pect 
Lo wer 
Prices), and Mrs. Beddo was a 
fo under o f SOS (Sav e Our Sani­ 
ty ). 
Greeted by a large delegatio n 
at the airpo rt, the wo men were 
taken to a sale bam and In­ 
tro duced to the cro wd o f buy ­ 
ers. Abo ut 5,000 head o f cattle 
were auctio ned at the bam 
Wednesday . 
Rancher J o hn May nard said 
he wanted the wo men to “ see 
ho w much mo ney and risk Is 
Inv o lv ed when farmers feed 
cattle.’’

ment say s. 
Anthracno se, a fungus prev a­ 
lent in the So uth and So uthern 
parts o f the Middle Atlantic 
and No rth Central states, dam-, 
ages mo re than fo ur millio n 
acres o f alfalfa annually . 
The dev elo pment o f a resist­ 
ant v ariety o f alfalfa, that also 
is a go o d pro ducer, is “ a majo r 
breakthro ugh in inco rpo rating 
disease-resistance 
in 
fo rage 
cro ps,’’ say s the Agricultural 
Research Serv ice in a repo rt. 
The new v arieties were dev el­ 
o ped fro m Glacier, Saranac, 
Team and Vernal alfalfa at the 
ARS center In Beltsv ille, Md. 
Officials said the ex perimental 
v arieties y ielded 85 to 95 per 
cent pure stands while plo ts o f 
co mmercial 
v arieties 
were 


weakened by disease and weeds 
o v er 50 per cent o f the areas. 
Stands o f susceptible strains 
were lo st in two y ears o r less 
while stands o f resistant strains 
were still go o d at the end o f 
three y ears. 
The ex perimental v arieties 
y ielded sev en to eight to ns o f 
alfalfa hay per acre, ex ceeding 
the co ntro l plo ts by a to n o r 
mo re per acre.

(AP) — John Gibbons' wife 
was nearly ready to give birth 
to their first child when mili* 
tant 
Indians 
stormed 
into 
Wounded Knee and took over 
the small village more than a 
month ago 
The young couple are among 
the scores of persons forced to 
leave the village, and they're 
anxious to get home 
Many of the refugees are 
children and for some of them 
there has been no school since 
the occupation began. The par­ 
ents, who left behind homes, 
personal belongings and live­ 
stock, wonder anxiously what 
will be there when they return. 
Gibbons, 22, and his young 
wife Elizabeth were living with 
Gibbons' grandmother, Rose 
Good Medicine, when American 
Indian Movement members and 
supporters took the village the 
night of Feb. 27. 
The couple stayed in the vil­ 
lage for more than two weeks, 
but Elizabeth was in labor and 
nearing delivery time. 
Gibbons said “The AIM medi­ 
cine man. Leonard Crow Dog, 
offered to deliver the baby, but 
my wife wanted to have the 
baby at a hospital.” 
So one night they hitched a 
ride to the Public Health Serv­ 
ice hospital in nearby Pine 
Ridge. Two days later, Mrs. 
Gibbons gave birth to a baby 
boy. whom they named Gabriel 
John Gibbons. 
Since then, the Gibbonses 
have been living at the Felix 
Cohen Retirement Home in 
Pine Ridge along with several 
other residents of the Wounded 
Knee area who were displaced 
by the occupation force. 
The family is among those 
who have been assisted in find­ 
ing shelter, food and clothing 
by the American Red Cross, 
which is housing displaced resi­ 
dents at the Cohen retirement 
home and Joyner Hall in Pine 
Ridge. 
“We’ve assisted, in some 
way, 379 individuals from with­ 
in the Wounded Knee area 
since we set up operations here 
March 17 at the request of the 
Department of Interior,” said 
Robert Bender of Minneapolis, 
Minn., director of Red Cross re­ 
lief operations on the reserva­ 
tion. 
Bender says about half of the 
people sheltered in the Pine 
Ridge locations are children, 
many of whom were attending 
school in Wounded Knee when 
the siege began. 
“We’ve made arrangements 
with the BIA for the children to 
be picked up by buses and 
taken to other local schools,” 
Bender said. “Not all are 
taking advantage of the oppor­ 
tunity to send children to other 
schools, but many are.” 
Paul Red Star Sr., 7 8, has 
lived in Wounded Knee all his 
life. But now he and his wife 
are staying in Joyner Hall, op­ 
erated 
by 
the 
Episcopal 
Church. 
“I hope my animals are still 
there when I get back,” said 
Red Star, who raises cattle, 
horses and chickens on his 
small ranch.

Not Related 
To Deaths 


ST. LOUIS (AP) - The Food 
and Drug Administration has 
received reports of 19 deaths 
among patients who have re 
ceived the anesthetic drug In- 
novar but the cause of death 
was either unrelated to the 
drug or not established, the 
FDA said Tuesday in a letter to 
Rep. James W. Symington, D- 
Mo. 
“The FDA has periodically 
reviewed all reports on Innovar 
and arrived at no adverse con­ 
clusions as to safety and effica­ 
cy,” the agency told Sym­ 
ington, a member of the House 
Public Health subcommittee 
The letter was reported in 
today’s editions of the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat in a dispatch 
from its Washington bureau. 
The letter said the FDA has% 
also received reports of seven 
cases of brain damage among 
surgery patients who received 
the drug. 
Symington said he was not 
satisfied with the FDA’s an­ 
swers and called for the agency 
to continue its investigation of 
Innovar until it “can state posi­ 
tively that it is both safe and 
effective.”

Broiler Council Promoting Chicken

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
National Broiler Council, citing 
a nationwide supermarket boy­ 
cott of red meat, is passing out 
one million pamphlets this 
week to call consumer attention 
to chicken. 
“The cost of almost every­ 
thing you buy goes in one direc­ 
tion—that’s up,” the NBC pam­ 
phlet says. “Chicken prices go 
up and down Just a few 
months 
ago, you probably 
bought chicken on special sales 
at a price which was at or be­ 
low cost. Today, chicken prices 
are higher but special sale 
prices are still at or below 
cost.” 
The Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics reported the retail cost of 
whole frying chicken at 46 
cents per pound in February, 


up two cents from January and 
about 4*2 cents more than a 
year earlier. 
But the broiler organization 
says the price has gone up only 
7.6 per cent from the average 
in 1957-69. Compared with 20 
years ago, chicken prices are 
about 15 cents per pound less. 
A spokesman said the origi­ 
nal plan was tp distribute 500,- 
000 of the pamphlets through 
supermarkets. 
But 
"orders 
came in so fast that we needed 
three million.” Only one million 
were ready for distribution 
this week, however, the NBC 
spokesman said. 
Besides calling attention to 
the 
cost-saving 
aspects 
of 
chicken, the pamphlet also of­ 
fers recipe suggestions, in­ 
cluding: basic barbecued chick­ 
en, roast chicken mirepoix and 
simmered chicken. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
National Farmers Union says 
farmers and ranchers are “the 
most convenient targets” when 
food prices go up but no one 
seems to care when prices of 
farm products are low. 


“When farm prices are low, 
farmers go bankrupt by the 
thousands,” the NRJ says in 
its current weekly newsletter. 
“But now that one sector of 
the farm economy (livestock) 
has finally reached 100 per cent 
of parity, cries of anguish are 
heard across the land and Pres­ 
ident Nixon orders prices ceil­ 
ings that will inevitably put the 
livestock producer again face- 
to-face with bankruptcy.” 
Beef cattle prices at mid- 
March averaged a record $43.60 
per 100 pounds, or equal to 107 
per cent of the parity target, 


which relates farm production 
costs with prices received. 
“Hardly a word of concern is 


expressed for the wheat farmer 
who is receiving 62 per cent of 
parity in the open market or 
for the feed grain farmer who 
is receiving only 63 per cent of 
the parity in the marketplace,” 
the NFU said.

industry spokesman says in­ 
creases for crop plantings and 
rising export demands are put­ 
ting further pinches on fertili­ 
zer supplies this year. 
Edwin M. Wheeler, president 


of the Fertilizer Institute, says 
fertilizer consumption in Febru­ 
ary outpaced production with 
domestic use rising four per 
cent, while output rose only one 
per cent. Total inventories, he 
said, were down five per cent 
from year earlier.

Horsemeat - 
Dealers 
Bid High

high for horse» at a Kansas 
(!iW auction place. 
Twenty-five horses were ship­ 
ped out Wednesday to be 
slaughtered in Southwest Mis­ 
souri and Texas. A dozen of 
them were sleek, well-fleshed 
saddle horses broken to ride. 
A Tens dealer paid the top 
price of 22 cents a pound for 
big mares in good shape. A 
year ago the price was seven to 
nine cents. 
Horses are butchered at Fort 
Worth, Tex., and shipped to Eu­ 
rope for human consumption. 
The poorer grade horses are 
slaughtered at Springfield, Mo., 
lor pet food. 
The rising horsemeat prices 
are affecting all horse traders 
and stables that rent horses. 
“ You can’t touch a decent 
horse now for under $175,” said 
Dutch Harrison, who runs a 
rental stable near Kansas City. 
“ Last year I could buy the 
same horse for an average of 
$89. And broke the best, too.” 
A horse trader voiced his pes­ 
simism about the future. 
“ I'd buy a poorly looking 
horse at auction for $90 or 
$100,” he said, ‘i ’d fatten the 
horse up, curry him until he 
looked like a spit-shined cue 
ball and then move him for 
$200-$250. I made a profit and 
the buyer got a slick horse. 
“ With this killer horse mar­ 
ket buying up everything with 
four le^ s and a tail, what’s go­ 
ing to be left as far as saddle 
horses iir six months to a 
year?” 
Bill Halbert, owner of the 
Kansas City Horse Auction, 
said "with prices like this 
we’ve got the slaughter horse 
buyers in direct competition 
with the saddle horse person 
who wants a good, serviceable 
pleasure mount. The horse that 
sold for $85 last year is costing 
$170 today.

Beef Orders Decline 


NEW YORK (AP) - When 
his client ordered roast prime 
rib (rf beef at the Press Box 
here this week, the company 
president protested and told 
him, nicely, “ Like hell you 
w ill!” 
The host executive had an 
o m e l e t t e , recalled Stanley 
Young, manager of the steak 
house. And his client ate quiche 
lorraine, a French egg and on­ 
ion tart. 
Young told the anecdote to il­ 
lustrate what he and most oth­ 
er New York steak house man­ 
agers surveyed by The Associ­ 
ated Press have encountered as 
a result of the nationwide meat 
boycott. 
They said beef orders have 
been off about 25 per cent, al­ 
though one restaurateur esti­ 
m a ti his business had de­ 
clined 50 per cent and another 
steak house owner said that, if 
anything, he has sold more 
steaks. 
While most of those inter­ 
viewed bemoaned the decline, 
many steak house managers 
said they were boycotting beef 
at home. 
“ People are jumpir^ away 
from the beef and going into 
fish and eggs — a great, great 
percentage,” reported Joe We­ 
ber, assistant general manager 
of Galls^ her’s steak house. 
Pointing to rows of aging 18- 
pound strips of prime steak, 
Weber said his chef removed 
only three of the slabs Wednes­ 
day morning in contrast to the 
normal 25. 
From a slab, he said, the res­ 
taurant obtains 11 one-pound 
steaks, which go for $8.95 each. 
Gallagher’s pays $2.09 a pound 
for the whole strip, Weber 
added. He said that the figures 
showed how little profit there 
was. 
Instead of meat, his patrons 


were eating scampi, scrod, filet 
of sole, scallops and lobster, 
Weber said. 
At the Cattleman near Times 
Square, manager Fritz Alfred 
said business was down 50 per 
cent — “ and the people who 
came, eat fish, not meat.” 
Nearby, a unit of the Steak & 
Brew chain has added a hot 
turicey sandwich to its lunch 
menu 
and 
broiled 
chicken 
breasts and baked filet of sole 
for dinner. 
Beef orders, said manager 
Nick Schneider, are off 15-20 
per cent, and a soup and sand­ 
wich lunch has blossomed in 
popularity. 
Manager Don Galloway of 
Downey’s Steak House in the 
theater district said his patrons 
have been ordering 30 per cent 
more fish. His steady custoni- 
ers, however, have ceased their 
boycott of earlier in the week 
and again are ordering steak, 
Galloway said. 
At Tad’s steak house in 
Times Square, manager Robert 
Lam said business was off 
about 10 per cent on $1.89 din­ 
ners.

collector, failed to win passage. 
One of the reasons for this was 
probably the vagu e wording of the 
ballot itself, which did not specify 
which officials it pertained to,or, of 
gr e a t e r 
i m por t a nc e , 
tha t 
cou ncilmen wou ld be work ing 
twice as hard (meeting on a once-a- 
week basis) for their higher pay. 
This is no great setback at this 


point, however. With experience 
gained u nder a fu lltime mayor 
plan, the need for more frequ ent 
meetings of the City Cou ncil will no 
dou bt become evident, and can be 
accomplished 
later 
as 
pu blic 
u nderstanding of, and su pport for, 
su ch a system grows. 
The second major issu e on the 
ballot, that for retaining the State 
Fair Commu nity College tax levy at 
40 cents, also received a gratifying 
vote 
in 
its 
favor. 
Especially 
noteworthy was the Benton Cou nty 
vote, which was 50.4 per cent in 
favor of the levy proposal. This is 
the first time voters in that cou nty 
have approved a financial issu e for 
the college, and is indicative of the 
growing su pport SFCC is receiving 
from patrons there.

^Un eth ical con d u ct’ 
cost Dean h is job

WASHINGTON - White Hou se cou nsel 
John Wesley Dean III, who prepares all 
President Nixon’s legal opinions, was fired 
from his first law job for "u nethical 
condu ct." 
Civil Service Commission files contain a 
form, dated Au g. 30, 1967, and mark ed 
"Inqu iry For United States Government 
Use Only,’’ which gives a report on Dean’s 
dismissal from the prestigiou s Washington 
law firm of Welch and Morgan. 


Dean was fired from the Welch and 
Morgan firm, according to the Civil Service 
files, on Feb. 4, 1966. He wangled a 
political appointment as minority cou nsel 
to the Hou se Ju diciary Committee, u nder 
au spices of Rep. William McCu lloch, R- 
Ohio. The following year, Dean was 
appointed 
associate 
director 
of 
the 
National 
Commission 
on Reform 
of 
Criminal Laws. 


The form is signed by Vincent B. Welch, 
senior partmr, who check ed "Yes" after 
the qu estion: "To you r k nowledge has 
(Dean) ever been discharged or has he 
resigned from any employment after being 
told 
his 
condu ct or work was not 
satisfactory?” 


Among his du ties, he directed a stu dy of 
"conflict of interest” — the very offense 
that brou ght his discharge from the Welch 
and Morgan firm. A spok esman for the 
firm refu sed to confirm or deny that Dean 
had been fired. 


Under 
"reason 
for 
discharge 
or 
resignation," Welch wrote: “Unethical 
condu ct." Ask ed to “please explain fu lly,” 
he added: “While employed by this firm, 
applicant u ndertook work u nbek nownst to 
u s at the time, in direct conflict with the 
interests of the firm and a client thereof." 


However, attorneys formerly associated 
with the firm told u s Dean was k ick ed ou t 
of the office after he was cau ght in a 
conflict 
over a St. 
Lou is television 
application. One attorney described his exit 
as a “forced departu re.” Another reported 
more explicitly that Dean wasn’t even 
allowed to pick u p his belongings, which 
were retu rned to him by mail. 


cu riou sly, that the paperwork handled by 
Dean is missing from the file. Of cou rse, 
this may be inadvertent. 
We spok e to several attorneys who have 
work ed with Dean. Some describe his work 
as mediocre at best; others say he is both 
charming and intelligent. He has u sed se^f- 
hypnosis, says one sou rce, to improve 1^ 
concentration. 
; 
Increasingly, however, the embattlqd 
Dean appears to be a weak pillar for the 
President to rest his bold legal doctrines 
on. Yet only last week , the President 
phoned Dean from Key Biscayne, Fla., ^ 
express his f u ll su pport. 
| 
Press secretary Ron Ziegler made a poiijt 
of emphasizing this to newsmen. "Tlte 
President,” said Ziegler, "has complete 
confidence in Mr. Dean and wanted me 
again, here this morning, to specifically 
express President Nixon’s absolu te, total 
confidence in Mr. Dean in this regard." 


The handsome, blond, 34-year-old Dean 
has 
provided 
the legal 
su pport 
for 
President Nixon’s battles with Congress, 
inclu ding the blank et claim of execu tive 
privilege, the broad u se of the pock et veto 
and the impou ndment of appropriated 
fu nds. 
The President also assigned Dean to 
investigate the Watergate mess, althou gh 
Dean personally had brou ght one of the 
Watergate ringleaders, G. Gordon Liddy, 
into the White Hou se. Not su rprisingly. 
Dean 
produ ced 
a 
whitewash 
report 
exonerating all present White Hou se 
employes. 


According to this sou rce. Dean had been 
assigned by the firm to prepare an 
application for a television license for the 
Continental Su mmit Television Corp. At 
the same time, he allegedly filed a secret, 
rival application for himself and some 
friends. Ou r sou rce said this was grou nds 
for disbarrment, bu t ou t of compassion, 
the firm merely fired him. Another former 
member of the firm, while agreeing on the 
circu mstances, qu estioned whether Dean 
cou ld have been disbarred. 
We check ed the files at the Federal 
Commu nications Commission and fou nd. 


Footnote: Firm members say that twp- 
and-a-half years later, Mr. Welch, after an 
appeal from Dean’s political friends, 
watered down the u nethical condu ct 
charge. The files show he wrote a letter, 
dated Oct. 29, 1968 , to the Civil Service 
Commission 
declaring 
the 
u nethical 
condu ct charge "may have been an 
overstatement.” 
Welch 
added 
rather 
vagu ely: "A more apt characterization of 
Mr. Dean’s departu re wou ld be to descritie 
it as having 
resu lted from a basjc 
disagreement 
over law firm policies 
regarding the natu re and scope of an 
associate's activities.”

Even L. Patrick Gray, the acting FBI 
director, was compelled u nder oath to 
admit that Dean "probably lied" to the 
FBI. This happens to be a federal offense.

Rheumatic Fever 
Can Reappear 


Deer Dr. Lamb — I am 21 
years old, single and female. 
When I was 11 1 had a disease 
the doctor called rheumatic 
fever. I would like to know, is it 
possible that this may be 
coming 
back 
because 
I’m 
experiencing 
shortness 
of 
breath and pain? At night I just 
about sleep sitting up instead of 
lying down. Also, when I walk 
even a short distance 1 get short 
of breath and have some pain. 
This also happens when I get 
upset, nervous, excited, and 
scared. It’s getting on my 
nerves because I like to walk 
and ride my bicycle. I started 
noticing this problem a week 
ago while riding a bike to town 
and back. 
Is it possible for rheumatic 
fever to come back after 10 
years and is this serious enough 
for me to see a doctor? It is not 
in my head and I’m so tired of 
this I could scream. Also, I’m 
scared to death. 
Dear Header — Yes, it’s 
possible for rheumatic fever to 
recur. This is why the American 
Heart 
Assn. 
has 
long 
recommended that individuals 
who have had known episodes 
of rheumatic fever should be on 
pr oph y l a c t i c pe ni c i l l i n 
medicine at least until after 
they are mature adults. 
It’s also possible that if you 
did have rheumatic fever as a 
child that the old rheumatic 
process has gradually caused 
changes inside the heart valve 
that 
is 
characterized 
by 
shortness of breath. Basically 
what can happen is one of the 
valves (mitral valve) gradually 
becomes scarred and finally 
gets so small that it’s difficult 
for blood to pass normally 
through the heart. This can lead 
to shortness of breath. There is 
only one way that this condition 
can be properly diagnosed, 
however, and that is by careful 
m e d i c a l 
e xa m i na t i on. 
Incidentally, if that is the 
problem, 
modern 
surgical 


procedures 
can 
correct 
it. 
Sometimes there is a difference 
in opinion as to how soon 
surgery is required and of 
course you’re a long way from 
that kind of discussion until it’s 
actually 
determined 
what's 
causing your problem. 
There are a number of other 
things that can cause shortness 
of breath besides heart disease. 
But, particularly in view of your 
past history, your story is 
significant enough that it’s 
important for you to see a 
doctor for good evaluation. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — What’s the 
difference between cholesterol 
and fat? Does sugar hold fat in 
the blood like salt holds water? 
Is it necessary to cut out sugar 
along with animal fat to get rid 
of fat in the blood or arteries? 
Dear Header — Elevated 
cholesterol in the blood is 
usually an indication of an 
increased 
number 
of 
fat 
particles. The cholesterol is tied 
to the fat particles. The fatty 
particle, including cholesterol, 
then deposits in arteries to 
cause atherosclerosis. One of 
the most common causes of 
increased levels of fat particles 
in the blood is eating too many 
calories. One group of patients 
with this problem was once 
c l a s s i f i e d 
as 
h a vi ng 
“carbohydrate induced” high 
blood fats. Further studies have 
shown that they really have 
“calorie induced” high blood 
fats. 
Since sugar is a rich source of 
calories, as are other sweets, it 
follows that in individuals with 
these 
problems 
sugar 
and 
sweets have to be limited in 
order to eliminate excess body 
fat, which in turn helps to 
control the level of cholesterol 
and fat in the bloodstream. To 
control thé total intake of 
calories one should cut down on 
sugars, sweets and fats.

people says they generally favor 
abandoning

traditional policy of freer trade 
with the rest of the world for 
the time being They would also 
like to see more restrictions on 
goods coming in from abroad. 
Sentiment for trade restrictions 
runs strongest among union 
members who feel that their 
own jobs are threatened by 
foreign competition. 
Nonetheless, it would be a 
mistake to assume from these 
over-all results that the debate 
now going on over 
U.S. trade 
policy has been permanently 
resolved in decisive fashion as 
far as American public opinion 
is concerned A 53-29 per cent 
majority also thinks we should 
encourage and not discourage 
freer trade between ourselves 
and 
other 
countries 
under 
appropriate conditions. 
A survey conducted between 
March 15 and 23, among a 
national cross section of 1,472 
households, found a number of 
aiguments in favor of broad 
international 
trade 
meeting 
with public approval: 
✓ A majority of Americans 
have become attracted to the 
quality and prices of many 
foreign products, and would 
reluctantly give up the chance 
to purchase them in the future. 
By 61-25 per cent, a sizable 
majority 
agrees 
with 
the 
statement that “many products 
from abroad are very good — 
such 
as 
autos, 
TV 
sets, 
phonographs, radios, sewing 
machines, and shoes — and the 
American people should have 
the chance to buy them at 
reasonable prices.” 
✓ There is also considerable 
confidence 
that 
American 
industrial 
know-how 
and 
ingenuity can he put to work to 
make 
U.S. 
products 
more 
competitive in world markets, 
without assistance from trade 
restrictions. By 53-29 per cent, a 
majority of the public also 
agrees with the claim that, 
“with American know-how, we 
can compete with new products 
abroad; we should encourage 
and not discourage freer trade 
between ourselves and other 
countries.’’ 


✓ The idea that multinational 
American companies operate 
abroad at a profit which in turn 
helps the U.S. economy meets 
with plurality support. By 46-30 
per cent, people agree that 
“many U.S. companies now 
operate around the world and 
this helps our economy grow, so 
it would he a mistake to keep 


t hese 
c ompa ni es 
from 
growing ” 
✓ By 44-36 per cent, a slim 
plurality also goes along with 
the statement that “with freer 
trade between nations, the risks 
of war are diminished." 
But 
arguments 
for trade 
restrictions meet with even 
higher margins of approval 
from the American people. 
Perhaps more important, the 
“gut" or emotional arguments 
are obviously going for the 
restrictionist point of view: 
✓ There is a distinct sense 
among the American public 
today to rally in support of our 
own economy here at home. 
The proposition that “if our 
people don’t ‘buy American' 
more 
in 
the 
products we 
purchase, the U.S. economy will 
he in real trouble here at home" 
meets with 67-17 per cent 
agreement. 
✓ The 
most 
substantial 
argument deals with the threat 
of foreign competition to jobs in 
this country. The statement that 
“if we don't restrict products 
coming 
in 
from 
Japan, 
Germany, and other countries, 
many U.S. workers will he 
thrown out of work" meets with 
agreement nationwide by a 69- 
20 per cent margin. Among 
union 
members, 
agreement 
soars to 75-17 per cent. 
✓ The seeming inequity of 
the U.S. following a freer trade 
policy while other countries 
allegedly place restrictions on 
American goods is believed by 
many 
to 
be 
a 
powerful 
argument 
for changing the 
traditionally more liberal trade 
policy of this country. By 65-16 
per cent, a majority agree that 
“we have been made suckers of 
by 
other 
countries 
which 
restrict U.S. goods, but whose 
goods are free to come into this 
country.” 


✓ An 
argument 
against 
m ul t i na t i ona l 
company 
operations also meets with 
m ajority 
approval. 
The 
statement that “we have given 
away so much of our know-how 
abroad, we have given up the 
advantages in trade we had 10 
years ago” is agreed to by 52-24 
percent. 
It is apparent from these 
results that the trade policy 
issue is going to revolve around 
the 
ability 
of 
freer trade 
advocates to reassure American 
working people that their jobs 
will not be threatened by 
foreign competition. 
But a powerful force working 
against 
restrictions 
is 
the 
apparent 
unwillingness 
of 
m i l l i ons 
of 
Am e ri c a n 
consumers tp give up the 
chance to buy high quality and 


relatively less expensive foreign 
products. 
T h e 
m u l t i n a t i on a l 
corporations, 
which .have 
received much criticism ii the 
recent devaluation of the dollar, 
seem to have been put on the 
defensive by claims that they 
have exported U.S. know-how 
and have given 
jo bs to foreign 


labo r that might o therwise hav e 
go ne to U.S. wo rking peo ple. 
Suppo rt fo r freer trade can be 
fo und chiefly amo ng y o ung 
peo ple, 
tho ae 
with 
co llege 
educatio ns, pro fessio nal peo ple, 
and 
business 
ex ecutiv es. 
Oppo sitio n is ro o ted amo ng 
o lder peo ple, the less-well- 
educated , skilled labo r, and,

Holograph 
Portrait 


Of Singer

NEW YORK (AP) - "Hiss- 
ssstorical!" shouted artist Sal­ 
vador Dali, pounding the Ubie, 
leaping to his feet, and pushing 
his gold and white choirboy 
robe out of the way. 
He was trying to explain his 
portrait of rock singer Alice 
Cooper, which is the first chro- 
nographical holograph, a three 
dimensional photograph, with a 
new dimension (rf time added to 
produce a movement 
360 de­ 
grees. 
Dali and Cooper held a press 
conference Tuesday at K need­ 
ier Gallery to introduce the 
holograph, priced at 175,000 and 
already reserved by a private 
collector who plans to buy it for 
a museum, according to a 
spcriiesman for Dali. 
The exhibit of Dali art holo­ 
grams is the first of its kind. 
“ Dali only makes exhibits for 
people who can understand 
nothing, people such as you," 
said Dali, spraying those near 
him in his enthusiastic pro­ 
nouncement. "Today, nobody 
understands anything." 
“ Alice Cooper is the best ex­ 
ponent of total confusion," said 
Dali, explaining why he chose 
the rock star. 
“ Dali is possibly more con- 
fusii^ than I am. I never un­ 
derstand anything he says. 
Maybe that’s why we«get along 
so well," said Alice, wearing a 
black open shirt, a string of 
large pearls and slick black 
leather pants. 
“ Holography is a real ap­ 
proach to immortality. In one 
molecule of this hol^ram ex­ 
ists all the information about 
Alice," 
said Dali, speaking 
carefully in his barely un­ 
derstandable accent. 
The hologram is displayed in 
a clear cylinder, along with a 
figure of a Dali-designed brain 
with symbols of ants, a soft 
watch and a coffee eclair, 
meant to indicate Alice’s acces- 
siblity to the public. 
“ Holography is opening the 
third dimension for the artist. 
The 
first 
stage, 
already 
achieved, is the photography of 
three dimensional objects and 
scenes, which viewed through 
. the resulting holographic plate 
of film, which itself is invisible, 
appear in natural size, in three 
dimensions, and can be viewed 
from any side...,’’ says Dr. 
Dennis Gabor, Nobel laureate 
and originator of the hologra­ 
phic theory in 1948.
